ceded that Archdeacon Gray, the pre- 
sent rector of All Saints’ Church, will 
be the new bishop, Having been one 
of the ploneeras in the work in Weatern 
Canada, the Archdeacon is well versed 
{in ail matter srelative to the church 
life and work and In many ways is 
highly qualified for this high office, 

Before taking up the duties of his 
office in connection with his present 
charge, tha, Archdeacon did splendid 
work in Calgary, All Saints’ church 
has grown, spread out and developed 
from a very ema) beginning whan he 
first took charge until it has reached 
a high degree of efficiency in connec- 
tion with religious work in the city. 
The erection of a larger and much 
more commodious church is now being 
planned. 

The method of election will be, that 
all candidates nominated will auto- 
matically dropped out of the contest 
if they receive less than two-fifths of 
the total vote cast, and this process 
of elimination will be continued until 
only two names are left.

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A CHALLENGE TO THE BOLDEST 
OF OUR-PUBLIC MEN 


\s bearing upon the demand for work by numbers of 
unemployed in this and every other city in the Dominion of 


Canada, there is A great significance in the statistics of the 
provincial department of agriculture which show that of the 
hundred million acres, approximately, which should eventu- 
ally come under the plow in this province less than three per 
cent—2,809,310, to be exact—has so far been brought under 
cultivation, whereas fifteen million acres have been patented 
and are held as farm lands. 

Follow the illustration a little farther: In United States 
there are approximately 935,000,000 acres of arable land, 
Of this totai approximately Gne hundred million acres-—s 
much arable land as there is in the entire province of Alberta— 
is not yet improved and has not been included in farms, Of 
the remaining eight hundred and. thirty-five million acres 
which has been included in farms, only four hundred million 
acres has been improved or cultivated, which means that less 
than 40 per cent, of the land actually owned and held as farm- 
ing land is under cultivation in a country where hundreds of 
thousands of men are today employed. And strangest of all} 
is that it is from the cities recognized as the commercial | 
centres of the sections in which is the greatest percentage of 
unused Jand—Seattle, Portland, San Francisco, Los Angeles 
—that most is heard of unemployment. 

Why, with men clamoring for work and food, should 
there be all these millions of acres uncultivated? Surely 
there is something wrong here! 

Over in Great Britain Lloyd George convinced the 
public of the natural justice of his land reform measures by < 
single phrase when he told them that the land law had made 
them trespassers in the land of their birth. But Canada has 
no such problem of overcrowding as Great Britain. — Here 
there is plenty of land. The problem is with regard to the 
land which is owned but not used. Canada has a homestead 
law which lends itself to this outcome. Lands are given away 
with no condition requiring their use, except a merely nominal 
condition during the period of homesteading. Having per- 
formed these nominal duties for three successive years, the 
homestéader may sell to a land company which has no inten- 
tion of working the land, or he may move to town and tie up 
in perpetuity a quarter section which might have made a very 
happy home for some family which would have been quite 
willing to accept a cultivation condition as the quid pro quo 
upon which they got and retained possession. 

Homesteads granted upon such an arrangement would 
leave open to whoever wanted to use it the land which isn’t 
used, thereby withdrawing from the labor market thousands 
who are now debarred from becoming farmers through the 
initial cost of the land or the actual cost and hardship of 
pioneering and homesteading. 


If the experiment succeeded 
the history of the race would be changed.

“President” William Lyon Mackenzle de- 
cided, on this date in 1838, that Navy 
Island was becoming_too hot for him, and 
began preparations for the evacuation of 
his “capital,” which were put into effect 
during the night, Mackenzie, an enthuslas- 
tic Dut fickle reformer, had been the tdol 
of the Upper Canada rebels, just as 
Papineau had been the hero of those In 
Lower Canada, who dreamed of a French- 
Canadian republic. Mackenzie had been 
the first mayor of York, now Toronto, and 
Was a4 Journalist and author of consider- 
able ability. He inspired the attack on 
Toronto, but, when this failed, he fled, 
and after varying experiences he reached 
the American frontier, At Navy Island, 
above Niagara Falls, be established his pro- 
Visional government, with hinself as pre- 
sident. Many Americans flocked to his 
standard, but gradually thelr enthusiasm 
cooled, The capture of the Caroline was 
discouraging, and the rebels were reduced 
to destitution, Heavy guns were sent up 
the St. Lawrence early in January, and 
Mackenzie realized that bis position was 
no jonger tenable. On January 13, 1838, 
after @ consultation With his advisers, he 
decided to evacuate the island. Mackenzie 
Med to the United States, thinking to find 
refuge there, but the temper of the people 
had changed, and the ex-“president’ was 
arrested in Albany, N.-Y., and sentenced to 
elghteen months’ imprisonment by a jury. 

January 13 is the birthday of Prince 
Arthur Frederick Patrick Albert, only son 
of the governor-general of Canada, 1883;
